The  general  health  of  the  district  continues  to  be  good.  The 
death  rate  remains  low.  Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system, 
coronary  disease,  high  blood  pressure  and  ‘  other  heart  disease”  to¬ 
gether  provdde  just  over  half  the  total  of  80  deaths.  Malignant  disease 
was  the  cause  of  12  deaths  as  against  21  for  the  previous  year,  and  of 
these,  2  deaths  for  the  second  year  in  succession  were  due  to  lung 
cancer.  The  statistical  relationship  revealed  between  this  latter 
disease  and  cigarette  smoking  must  give  the  younger  generation  food 
for  thought  before  taking  up  a  habit  which  is  notoriously  difficult  to 
break  and  which  is,  incidentally,  responsible  for  a  great  deal  of  dam¬ 
age  by  fire  each  year.  There  are  however  other  factors  involved  in 
the  causation  of  lung  cancer,  the  most  important  of  which  appears 
to  be  the  degree  of  air  pollution.  The  Council  is  to  be  congratulated 
in  that  for  some  time  past  all  solid  fuel  appliances  fitted  in  their  new 
council  property  are  of  a  type  capable  of  burning  smokeless  fuel. 
However,  domestic  smoke  is  not  a  large  problem  in  the  district  gener¬ 
ally,  except  in  the  more  built  up  areas  where  the  popularity  of  the 
banked-up  “all  night  burner”  is  an  important  contributory  factor. 
The  chief  nuisance  occursin  unfavourable  climatic  conditions  from  the 
acrid  fumes  emitted  by  the  large  number  of  brick  kiln  chimneys  con¬ 
centrated  in  the  N.E.  part  of  the  district.  Unfortunately  there  seems 
at  present  no  remedy,  though  chimneys  are  built  at  such  a  height 
that  in  normal  weather  conditions  adequate  dilution  and  dispersion 
occurs.  Traffic  accidents  have  more  than  a  general  interest  in  as 
much  that  the  district  is  divided  almost  in  half  bv  an  important  section 
of  the  Great  North  Road.  During  the  year  although  only  2  deaths 
are  recorded  as  due  to  this  cause,  the  number  of  seriously  injured 
probably  exceeded  50  since  the  figure  for  the  Norman  Cross  Police 
Division  was  recorded  as  78.  The  human  element,  as  a  factor  in  caus¬ 
ation  of  these  accidents,  becomes  an  increasingly  more  important  one 
as  both  roads  and  vehicles  are  improved  allowing  for  greater  speed 
and  acceleration.  The  elimination  of  the  “accident  prone”  individual, 
a  menace  to  himself  and  other  road  users,  seems  to  be  a  subject  which 
might  be  given  a  great  deal  more  attention. 

The  116  births  during  the  year  give  a  birth  rate  of  13.4  which 
is  below  that  of  the  rest  of  the  Country.  This  may  in  part  be  due  to 
housing  difficulties.  The  mid  year  population  estimate  shows  a  de¬ 
crease  of  114  on  last  years  figure  and  is  only  89  more  than  the  1948 
estimate.  The  importance  of  improving  the  living  standards  of  the 
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agricultural  worker  and  his  family,  referred  to  last  year,  cannot  be 
over-estimated  if  this  tendency  of  the  population  of  the  district  to 
decline  is  to  be  checked. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  the  provision  of  more  and  better 
housing  and  the  demolition  of  those  houses  which  are  unfit  with  as 
much  speed  as  practicable  is  still  the  most  impoi  tant  task  which  faces 
the  Council.  During  the  year  slum  clearance  was  proceeded  with  by 
way  of  individual  order  procedure  and,  for  the  first  time  since  the 
war,  by  clearance  area  procedure — 21  houses  being  dealt  with  under 
the  latter  method.  Other  clearance  areas  are  contemplated  and  are 
only  delayed  until  sufficient  housing  accommodation  can  be  made 
available.  The  hutted  camps  too  should  be  dealt  with,  as  this  type 
of  accommodation  is  entirely  unsatisfactory,  even  though  there  may 
well  be  traditional  housing  accommodation  in  some  parishes 
which  is  just  as  bad  in  many  respects  One  of  the  many  unsatisfactory 
features  of  life  in  these  huts  is  the  danger  from  burns  and  scalds  due 
to  the  fact  that  cooking  is  frequently  carried  out  on  unsatisfactory 
stoves.  At  a  recent  school  medical  inspection,  one  was  concerned  to 
see  a  number  of  children  who,  comingfrom  such  homes,  bore  the  scars 
of  burning  accidents. 

With  regard  to  water  supply,  in  spite  of  the  considerable 
anxiety  justly  felt  by  the  Council  and  due  to  matters  entirely  outside 
their  control,  the  scheme  to  improve  water  pressure  in  the  district 
with  special  reference  to  Yaxley  has  not  so  far  begun.  New  building 
and  the  inauguration  of  the  main  drainage  scheme  continue  to  ag¬ 
gravate  the  position  bv  increasing  demand,  and  no  further  delay 
should  be  tolerated.  During  the  year  unsatisfactory  samples  drew 
attention  to  a  state  of  affairs  which,  although  outside  the  control  of 
the  Council,  required  rectification  and  this  was  speedily  done.  One 
hopes  that  under  any  scheme  which  removes  water  distribution  from 
the  Rural  Council  the  public  health  aspect  of  water  supply  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  given  the  same  close  attention  as  at  present. 

The  Five  Parish  Main  Drainage  Scheme  was  inaugurated  during 
the  year.  This  scheme,  in  conjuction  with  the  Council’s  progressive 
water  supply  policy,  will  steadily  bring  over  the  years  increasing 
benefits  in  the  shape  of  modern  amenities  to  the  areas  served.  Ex¬ 
tension  of  main  drainage  to  other  parishes  where  subsoil  conditions 
exist  in  which  septic  tanks  are  apt  to  give  rise  to  nuisance  is  now  a 
matter  for  consideration. 

Refuse  collection  is  on  a  fortnightly  kerbside  basis — a  period 
which  could  be  shortened  with  advantage.  The  Surveyor  however  is 
to  be  congratulated  on  the  regularity  with  which  the  service  has  been 
maintained. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the 
year  was  minimal.  Only  one  case  of  non-paralytic  poliomyelitis  was 
notified,  and  vaccination  against  this  disease  was  begun  during  the 
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year  on  a  small  scale  as  part  of  the  National  campaign.  Early  results 
are  encouraging,  and  the  public  demand  for  vaccination  is  now  inten¬ 
sifying  as  the  safety  of  the  procedure  becomes  manifest.  One  hopes 
that  there  may  be  an  early  increase  in  the  supply  of  vaccine.  Im¬ 
munisation  against  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  is  now  routine 
procedure  for  the  average  child,  and  though  the  latter  disease  is  for¬ 
tunately  a  rarity  at  the  present  time,  I  do  not  feel  that  any  relaxation 
in  our  efforts  can  be  considered.  Immunisation  against  whooping 
cough,  a  serious  disease  in  the  young  infant,  can  I  feel  be  carried  out, 
as  many  practitioners  do,  at  an  early  age, and  I  do  not  think  that  the 
second  month  is  too  young.  No  case  of  food-poisoning  was  notified 
during  the  year,  but  every  effort  must  continue  to  be  made  toimprove 
the  food  handling  standards  in  the  district.  In  the  avoidance  of  food 
borne  disease,  the  proper  washing  of  hands  before  the  preparation  of 
food  and  especially  after  visiting  the  toilet  has  a  part  to  play  which 
cannot  be  over-estimated.  The  replacement  of  the  communal  towel 
by  the  expendable  paper  type  has  also  much  to  recommend  it. 

During  the  year  the  extension  of  powers  to  ensure  that  all  milk 
sold  in  the  district  was  either  heat  treated  or  from  a  tuberculin  tested 
herd  is  a  matter  for  satisfaction. 

I  should  like  before  closing  my  Report  to  make  a  reference  to 
the  question  of  accidents  in  the  home.  These  accidents  are  a  serious 
public  health  problem  as  at  present  annual  fatalities  exceed  those  of 
road  accidents.  Some  of  the  accidents  may  be  due  to  unsatisfactory 
housing  conditions  with  irremediable  defects  such  as  dark,  narrow, 
crooked  staircases,  but  many  are  readily  preventable  at  little  nor  no 
expense.  Amongst  the  more  important  safety  precautions  are  the 
provision  of  afireguard  which  cannot  be  removed  by  young  children ; 
avoidance  of  highly  polished  floors  especially  in  the  homes  of  the 
elderly;  safe  storage  of  drugs,  disinfectants,  etc. 

Once  again  I  should  like  to  thank  all  the  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  kindness  and  consideration  to  me,  and  to  all  the  Council’s 
officers  for  their  ever  ready  help  and  co-operation  during  yet  another 
year.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 

AREA. 


(a)  Laboratory  Facilities  : 

No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  general  arrangements  during 
the  past  year.  Bacteriological  specimens  from  Practitioners  in 
the  district  are  examined  at  the  Pathological  Department  of  the 
Memorial  Hospital,  Peterborough,  or  by  the  Pathological 
Laboratory,  Tennis  Court  Road,  Cambridge. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities  : 

(1)  For  the  removal  of  infectious  cases  a  motor  ambulance  is 
available  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Peterborough. 

(2)  For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  the  area  is  covered  by 
the  ambulance  service  of  the  Soke  of  Peterborough  County 
Council  under  an  agreement  with  Huntingdon  County  Council, 
which  is  the  Local  Health  Authority  responsible.  This  arrange¬ 
ment  is  working  satisfactorily. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home  : 

Nursing  in  the  district  is  carried  on  by  two  qualified  nurses 
employed  by  the  Huntingdon  County  Council.  All  nurses  are 
certified  midwives  and  attend  the  majority  of  maternity  cases 
under  the  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Scheme. 

All  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  visited  by  the  Tuberculosis  Health 
Visitor  and  a  report  with  details  of  home  conditions  and 
circumstances  is  completed. 

(d)  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres: 

Infant  Welfare  work  in  the  district  is  still  carried  out  by 
the  Fletton  and  District  Infant  and  Child  Welfare  Association  by 
arrangement  with  Huntingdon  County  Council,  the  Welfare  Clinic 
being  held  at  London  Road,  Old  Fletton,  every  week  on  Tuesday 
from  2  to  4  p.m. 

YAXLEY. 

An  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Stretton  Hall  every 
4th  Friday  in  the  month  from  2-30' — 4  p.m.

Private  enterprise  housing — again  exceeded  the  previous  year’s 
figures,  and  if  the  financial  position  remains  stable  and  work  to  ap¬ 
proved  plans  is  carried  out  there  is  no  reason  why  this  situation  should 
not  continue  for  at  least  the  next  2  or  3  years. 

The  Council  building  programme  was  concentrated  in 
Yaxley  where  48  dwellings  were  completed  on  the  Broadway  Estate. 
As  the  Council  have  decided  to  allocate  a  large  proportion  of  their  new 
houses  for  Slum  Clearance  purposes  thiswas  a  good  help.  1 1  Demolition 
Orders  and  17  Closing  Orders  were  made  during  the  year,  and  2 
Clearance  Areas  comprising  21  properties  in  Yaxley  were  prepared. 
Sites  for  housing  estates  required  during  the  next  5  years  are  now 
being  examined. 


The  number  of  occupants  in  huts  at  Sibson  is  very  slowing  re¬ 
ducing,  and  the  remainder  could  best  be  dealt  with  by  re-housing. 
New  dwellings  to  replace  the  Nissen  Bungalows  at  Holme  will  be  com¬ 
menced  in  1957. 

Eleven  Improvement  Grant  applications  were  received  during 
the  year.  It  is  regrettable  that  more  applicants  are  not  received  for 
work  to  tenanted  properties. 

Water  Supply — A  Public  Enquiry  into  the  joint  scheme  of  main 
laying  and  pressure  improvement  was  held  during  the  year;  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  this  scheme  will  not  be  delayed  too  long,  because  every 
possible  improvisation  has  now  been  tried  to  improve  the  pressure  on 
Yaxley  Broadway,  and  as  more  houses  are  built  and  existing  houses 
connected  to  the  public  sewer  it  is  possible  that  on  some  days  there 
may  be  no  supply  at  all  near  the  Yaxley  Cross  Roads.  Already  many 
complaints  are  received. 

During  the  year  116  Domestic,  13  metered  and  63  Buildings 
supplies  were  installed.  There  were  40  burst  mains  and  35  burst 
services.  Water  consumption  was  45,253,800  gallons  on  metered 
supplies  and  47,650,200  gallons  on  domestic,  a  total  of  92,904,000. 
The  Domestic  Consumption  was  16.05  g.p.h  p  d..  although  no  doubt 
this  will  increase  as  more  properties  are  fitted  with  modern  sanitary 
appliances. 

Water  Contract  No.  8  for  18  miles  of  main  in  the  outlying 
areas,  commenced  in  September.  Two  short  main  extensions  were 
laid  at  Folksworth  and  Elton.  Drainage — The  Five  Parish  Drainage 
Scheme  came  into  operation  on  1st  March,  and  546  drains  were  con¬ 
nected  to  the  new  sewers.  Regular  overtime  was  worked  duiing  the 
summer  months  in  order  to  test  each  drain  andgive  advice  to  owners. 
It  is  anticipated  that  next  year  many  drains  at  present  connected  to 
old  street  sewers  will  be  re-connected  to  the  new  public  sewers. 

Steady  development  in  various  parishes,  together  with  an  in¬ 
creasing  number  of  improvement  schemes  makes  the  need  for  prepara¬ 
tion  of  schemes  to  sewer  other  Parishes  necessary. 

Refuse  Collection — The  usual  fortnightly  collection  continues,  and 
by  the  staggering  of  staff  holidays  the  vehicle  is  now  run  every  week. 

Plans  have  been  preprared  for  a  new  garage,  and  a  new  vehicle 
will  by  on  trial  during  1957. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  disposing  of  waste  paper, 
and  efforts  are  being  made  to  find  another  outlet  and  a  more  regular 
collection  rota  for  this  material. 

Farcet  Tip  has  been  levelled  by  machine. 
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Food  Inspection — Meat  is  now  being  inspected  regularly  at  the 
Farcet  Slaughterhouse  and  no  difficulties  arise.  Some  overtime  is 
necessary  at  holiday  periods. 

Inspections  in  connection  with  Food  Hygiene  are  increasing 
and  it  is  hoped  to  do  more  work  in  this  direction  next  year.
